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T he Fort Erie Meteors have a reputation for never 
backing down, says the club's new head coach Todd 
Clayton. 

"It's always been a competitive organization,"said the 
recently-named Junior B bench boss in an interview during 
this year's training camp.

Through his experience calling the shots for the Whalers, in 
a league with older players, many of whom are ex-pros or 
have competed at high levels of the game, Clayton said it 
taught him a lot about controlling the on-ice pace. 

"I learned a lot at the senior level - how to play with 
patience and how to slow the game down," he said. 

The home squad is hosting the Fort Erie Invitational 
tournament this weekend - where a handful of exhibition 
games will allow the Meteors coaching staff and 
management to finalize its roster. 

In the 2015-16 regular season, the Meteors finished with a 
winning record of 25-21-1, finishing ahead ofThorold, 
Welland and Pelham in the standings. 

The Meteors were defeated in the first round of playoffs by 
Niagara Falls.

No one dared to say anything bad to Carol Sims" about 
her boys.” 

"If you said anything bad about the Meteors to her, you | 
better be ready for a fight," Fort Erie Meteors operations 1 
managerTony Passero said. 

Sims volunteered for the Fort Erie Meteors for more than 25 
years and was considered to be the junior B team's biggest 
fan.

Sims attended every game she could whether it was at the 
Fort Erie Leisureplex or in another town or city. 

"She was a fixture in every arena,"Passero said."You would 
see the little fireball in the corner. Whether she was having 
a popcorn or having a coffee, Carol was always there 
watching the game." 

Sims died on Jan. 14 of cancer. She was 56. 

Sims began volunteering for the Meteors when she took 
her niece Cheryl Slat and her nephew Sean Slat to a game. 
After watching one game, Cheryl Slat said her aunt loved 
the action on the ice and "the rest was history.'Sims began 
volunteering for the junior B team, selling programs and 
50/50 tickets every Saturday night She also attended every 
fundraising event and every awards banguet to take 
photographs. 

Sims didn't just love watching hockey, she became a 
mother figure to hundreds of junior B players over the

and even their girlfriends."

Sims always remembered each player on his birthday and 
would send out well wishes. 

"I don't know how she managed to keep track of it all but 
she sent all these boys birthday cards over the years. She 
even sent cards to guys that played five years ago or more." 
Sims also spent countless hours searching for news 
dippings about every hockey game. When she clipped out 
an artide Sims would make a photocopy for each team 
member and deliver it to them every Saturday night. By the 
end of the year, each player would have a scrapbook that 
recorded every triumph and every loss for the Fort Erie

she could And from the last 50 years for the team's 50th 
anniversary,"Slat said. 

"She did it and spent many hours at the Fort Erie Public 
Library. I can't even count the hours Aunt Carol spent 
searching through microfilm. But she did it. She'd do 


anything for her boys. 

After Sims collected all of the news clippings, she lovingly 

orange booklets for safe keeping. She also included stats, 
photographs and programs from awards banquets and I 
other Meteors events. 

Slat is following in her aunt's footsteps and will continue to I 
volunteer for the Fort Erie Meteors on Saturday nights atthe 
Fort Erie Leisureplex. 

"I will never replace her but I will pick up where Aunt Carol 
left off. But nobody will ever come close to replacing her. 

The guys (the Meteors) are taking it pretty hard." 

"Whether you knew her for three days or 30 years, Carol I 
was a friend to everyone and she would do anything for 
you,"Sims'sister Kathy Slat said.
